- ate quite a number of scientists who are oven willing to 


tolerate with a cortain degree of respect, tho study of 
Natural Magie, the magical aspect of the powers of na- 
ture, whereas they have nothing but the most utter con- 
tempt for any of the other branches of the subject. 

Natural Magic deals with the hidden potencion of na- 
turo, of the natural powers, and is very closely connected 
with Astrology and Alchemy; in fact, an understanding 
of Magie withont a study of astrology is practically im- 
possible. 

The principle on which Natural Magic rests is the Law 
of Hermes Trismegistus—that that which is below is 
equal to that which is above; that which is above is the 
same as that which is below, In other words, it is the 
law of Correspondences, the law of the Microcosm and 
the Macrocosm The universe is the Macrocosm; every 
individual part of it, every organism, every body, what- 
ever it may be, is the Microcosm of that Macrocozm, is 
the little world and corresponds in every detail to the 
universe only being on an infinitesimally smaller scale. 
This Law of Correspondences gives us an understanding 
of the Magical powers of Nature, because everything in 
the universe is in everything else. In a word, all the planets 
and all the signs of the Zodiac, the sun and moon, all the 
stars of the heavens are in each and every grain of sand,

Natural Magic however, not only deals with those 
things, but it deals with the influence of music, of sound 
and, in fact, everything which will draw those forces and 
bring them to bear upen a given issue. 

Not only is the Law of Correspondences true, and 
fundamental in Natural Magic, but also the Law of Op- 
posites must be taken into consideration and without the 
Law of Opposites it would be impossible to accomplish 
resulta The entire system of Parnceleus is really an 
elaboration of these two laws, the Law of Correspond- 
ances and the Law of Opposites, 

What is the Law of Opposites? It is the recognition of

Remember that those elements in their highest aspect 
are forms of ether. Those elementals do not have any 
gross bodies, but they live in the forms of ether; they do 
not rise above it, they do not have souls or spirits, in 
the sense that even animals have. The animals on the 
physical plane have more soul than those beings; and 
there is little intelligence, generally speaking. They live 
in the element to which they belong; fairies is a term 
applied to all of them, indiscriminately. 

Fay was applied by the Scandinavians; fay is the high- 
est order of nature spirit, being a ruler. Fairy lore is 
not reliable, mostly romantic, dealing with kings and 
queens, ote, making it a very complicated system; there 
is really nothing so complicated as this. In fact, insofar 
as those principles are concerned, which are so empha- 
sized by those who write on the subject, it is nonsense. 
Tho Fairies are the nature spirits, or entities of etheric 
elementa, whose duty it is to look after and conduct the 
various elements and the principle to which they belong. 

Now, there are beings on all the planes of nature; of 

course, it does not at first look natural to us to conceive 


et pin ti o e human beings; some con- 
hive them as spirits whose destiny it ix to ultimately 
some men; and this is the idea that Benjamin Fay 
fil ¡han when he speaks of everything becoming a man 
world amd everything is forever struggling up that 
might become man.

The Fairies, by reason of their willingness, even their 
anziety to work for people, in fact to have a human 
master, make it very easy for a person to acquire magical 
power if he goes about it in a certain way. There are 
certain rules to be followed. 

Why are the Fairies so anxious to serve men and 
women?! Because by establishing a tio between them- 
solves and the human being they can draw to themselves 
the magnetiam of that man or woman, who is their master 
or mistress, and, therefore, raise themselves to a higher 
plane than they otherwise wonld attain. In this way 
they can develop some of those powers which are rudi- 
mentary in themselves, but are strong in man. If they 
are ablo to do this it is not very good for the man or 
woman who is working in connection with them. You 
have, of course, read of stories about persons being 
destroyed by the Fairies, and these people, who have 
dabbled in magic to a certain extent have been destroyed 
by the Fairies when their powers have boon sapped; and 
remember if a person is thus consumed by the Fairies ho 
does not simply leave his body and go to the astral plane, 
because it is his higher principles that are being sapped, 
not his physical. They don’t want his physical or his 
etherio double. They already have astral vehicles; it 
is his mind and bis soul and spirit that are being sapped.

By having those entities under your control you can 
produce anything which you desire; they will bring abont 
the changes in the atmosphere wherever it may be. Thoro 
are some persons who are found to be successful marinors 
on the sea; when they go out in a ship, that ship will 
never sink if they are on it. The Fairies recognize some- 
thing in him which establishes the state of rapport with 
themselves, there is a strong affinity botween him and the 
Undines, who foe! that, and thus assist him, and they 
recognize their natural master and obey, Miners and 
prospectors who nro lucky are those persons who have 
the carbon element in them so strong that the Gnomes 
naturally fool their affinity and cooperate with them and 
work with them; and those persons, on the other hand, 
who are fortunate in everything connected with the air 
and the winds have their affinity with the Sylphs. Tho 
persons who are manufacturing, smelting, are in harmony 
with the Salamanders; those are of the nature affinities.

He does the work 
that he does knowing that it is not right to do it, and he 
is actuated by selfish motives. 

Now, the devotee of White Magic may destroy life at 
times, (not likely, but the time comes when it may be 
done). He is doing it for the human race, he is doing it 
for the good of the people who are oppressed. The dev- 
otee of Goetia has no thought of what is right or any- 
thing of that kind. He has a certain purpose that he 


‘wishes to realize, knowing the criminal character of the 


Unless the element 
of pure selfishness is involved in some form, it is not 
Goetin, Gostia may be practiced for revenge.

higher purposes, that is, to secure supornormal powers, 
or when a person pays him for the use of his magical 
power, it in always Gostia. There are professional ma- 
gicians who make use of those powers merely us a busi- 
ness. 

At one time the standard of legal ethics was very high; 
and the lawyer was considered part of the court, he was 
really an officor of the court and was working in the in- 
teresta of justice. It was his duty to see that justice was 
gunranteod. But the spirit of modern law practice is that 
ho represents his cliont’s interests; whatever his elient's 
Interests are they are his interests. Now, the Goetic 
Magician acts in the very same spirit. I represent my 
employer,“ he says. If my employer wants mo to doa 
little magic, to invoke the elementals in hia service, and 
pays me my price, it is nothing to me. That is the spirit; 
it is followed as a business, Now, there are practitioners 
of Goetia who, without any grievance against you, will go 
to work and destroy you simply because they are being 
paid to do it, It is meroly a matter of business with them. 
They belong to the class of thuga, cut-throsts and as. 
sins, Now, all these characteristics represent the charao- 
ter of the black magician. The white magician never ra- 
ceives pay for performing magical work. This does not 
moan a person who is doing something connected with 


‘them, in a word, his conscience is left per- 
y clear and free. Therefore, he is able to go ahead 
and do what he thinks is right. The practitioner of Gootia 
receives a definite fee for invoking the elementals and 
accomplishing certain work; even he is paid on condition 
that he is sncceasful. Therefore, it is to his interest to 
demonstrate success, and consequently the temptation 
is so strong that he is not able to resist it. Now, in tho 
practice of Goetia it is the outcropping of selfishness. 

| Tho person is acting in the interest of himself, or to grat- 
ify his revenge, or something of that kind; he is not atim- 
ulated by benevolence. The essencd of White Magie is 
disinterested benevolence, while the essence of Goetin is 
interested selfishness. Now, whatever partakes of this 
element belongs to the class of Magic to which the eloment 
pértains—that is the only difference between the two. In 

both they are using the same elementala, In fact, the 
same elomental may be invoked for Goetio Magie who is 
invoked for White Magic. Ono porson may employ a cor- 

tain element to-night for White Magic and some ono else 

may use the very samo one for Gootin. Remember the 
elementals have absolutely no morals: being absolutely 
“moral they have no appreciation of moral relations, 
tently, they will lend themselves to one activity 

Just as quickly as they will to another, It is solely the 
Personality, the personal powor and control of the Magus 
Which influences them, without any thought whatever as 


course, recognize when it is selfishness and when it ia 
disinterestedness. They will obey the strength of the 
Magus no matter what it may be, whether it be disinter- 
estedness or selfishness. However, there is a measure of 
resentment that they feel against a man that will invoke 
them and use their power purely to his own selfish ends. 
They have a measure of reverence in spite of the fact that 
they have no morality themselves, No matter how dis- 
agreeable a person may be, no matter if he is immoral 
himself, ho respecta the moral man, the man who is sin- 
cere and honest and who believes in himself, We have 
heard the expression used by certain men of the worst 
character in life to priests, for instance, who were sincere 
and they werd infidels, who had been brought up as Cath- 
olies: “I do not believe in your religion; I do not believe 
in your Bible; I do not believe in your church; I do not 
believe in your Christ, but by God, I believe in you.“ 
This is the attitude—no matter how discreditable a 
man may be he appreciates and recognizes sincerity, 
When he knows what he is doing is wrong and is using 
the elemental as a tool for advancing these selfish mo- 
tives, where the elemental is unable to help himself, his 
resentment is aroused. Now, when the elementals realize 
that the Magus is acting selfishly, actuated by purely 
solfish motives, is using them as tools and not for higher 
purposes, that he is producing misery, and while the 
elemental is unmoral yet he is not hatefal, he does not 
really like to produce misery; in fact, there aro cases 
where they have really been instrumental in helping poo- 
ple; he does not like the idea of producing misery. Now, 
when he sees that he is being used for purposes of this 
kind, his resentment is aroused—but not enough to re- 
fuse to be instrumental in this kind, but far enough that 


d doing the bidding of the Magus who invokes him, 
st there is a méasure of resentment instead of respect, 
ro is hatred, although there is fear. Just as soon as 
they dare do it, they will turn against their former mas- 
ter; in fact, the closing of Bulwer-Lytton's Strange Story 
gives the account of the destruction of a master who had 
ruled the elementals for a period of time, but who had 
sunk so low that he was no longer their master, and be- 
causo he dared to evoke them, they all turned upon him. 
Tho ronson is that while a person is acting with disinter- 
estedness he has the respect and esteem of the elementals, 
3 so to spenk, ns their love is different—the difference is 
o as tho tyrant whom the subject serves because they fear 
him. Tho White Magus, on the other hand, is tho king 
whom the subjects serve out of patriotism. That is the 
= difference between tho two classes. 

Now, in the practice of all of this kind of magio—be it 
white ar black—the principal power or forco consists in 
the ability to dominate and contro! those lesser beings; 
those olementals must be directed, must be dominated 
and controlled, To do this, it is necessary that the per- 
von's will- power should bo almost infinite; his will must 
hover waver; ho must always direct, never receive from 
them, and while directing them, keep them busy at the 
name time and hence maintain his superior force, If he 
never gets n group of elementals whose power is great, 
When he conses to become a master, the very moment 
their combined force is greater than his individual force,

E Now, remember, the elementals themselves cannot act 
| among men except ax they are either evoked or invoked. 


The elementals can never come into touch with the human 
family until some human being calls them up. Now, when 
they get control of a man they proceed to make him call 
them whenever they want to be ealled, to force him to 
invoke, so he is usually being run, acting as a channel for 
their activity. Now, the great danger is that the Magus 
will sooner or later come under their control. Almost all 
magicians come under the control of the elementais sooner 
or later, and the Black Magus much sooner than the other. 

Now, the Black Magus comes into that condition where 
he himself must make a compact with them, so to speak; 
he must make certain concessions to the elementals. This 
practice of Goetia ia where he must submit to them in a 
way and make certain concessions, You must remember 
that tho thing that controls them is strength and force. 
Now, selfishness undermines the force; the strength of 
character disappears. This force is no longer there, and 
owing to ita absence he is now the tool of the elementals 
whom he has invoked, because he is no longer able to 
causo them to come under his control. 

Tow, what are the forces, the features, in a word, whieh 
go to make up the Magos, whether he be practicing White 
Magic or Goetiat Those forces are precisely the same. 
Thoy are, first of all, vivid imagination, They mnst be 
able to make the mental picture, and they must have an 
almost omnipotent will that will causo itself to manifest 
in the surrounding elements, Unwavering in 
his power to accomplish that which he wishes to accom- 
plish without fail. Fourth, he must have the power of 
almost infinite concentration upon this object; and fifth, 
the power to continue in this state of y janco and exper 
tation. Now, those are the forces that aro necessary to 
— accompliah any kind of magical activity. Now, if the per 
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moment he hesitates, he weakens hin power; consequently, 
im order to succeod it in absolutely necessary that all pity 
be trampled out, every fear and also compassion in bis 
nature, That is the reason that this practico is destruc. 
tive of virtue, the reason that men go to the dogs, no to 
peak because they must do this, or else they will wenk- 
E on their power. At the moment of invoking if he weaken

| Divine Magic is that branch of Magie which is per- 
formed through the agency of the spirit of God. The 
principles involved are pretty much the same as in all 
tho other aspects of magic, the difference being in the 
agent that is employed. 

In the practico of Divine Magic we do not make use 
of Elementals or Thought Forms in thé sense in which 
ve do in Mental Magie, nor of Mumia or any of the other 
agents employed in the various branches of Magic. The
